Expected Flood 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP)-The 


Ohio River applied more pres- 
sure on Kentucky and Indiana 
today but slowly retreated in 
three other states. 


The river and its tributaries 


,vhave taken nine lives, left at 
*ieast 110,000 homeless, and run 


up a multimillion-dollar bill in 
property damages. 


Fed by heavy rains earlier, 


the river stood at 45.9 feet in 
Louisville, or 17.9 above flood 
stage, and still was climbing. 
This level is about 11 feet be- 
Jow the disastrous 1937 flood. 
Army engineers and the Na- 
tional Guard completed the clos- 


•fj ing of the floodwall after city 


workers fell behind schedule in 
closing it off to the downtown 
area. 


The floodwall at Parkersburg, 


W. Va., was expected to pre- 
vent heavy damage there as 
the Ohio near 46.5 feet, about 
10 feet higher than flood stage. 
But downtown Wheeling, Hunt- 
ington and Point Pleasant were 
hit by high water, which forced 
' 1,350 families to flee. 


Residents in southern.Indiana 


kept an anxious eye on predict- 
ed crests since several towns lie 
across the river from Louisville. 
About 4,000 already have been 
evacuated in the state. 


Streams were returning to 


their banks in western Pennsyl- 
vania and the Ohio was due to 
fall below the 25-foqt flood stage 


i at Pittsburgh. 
Harrisburg re- 


mained a trouble spot as the 
usually serene Susquehanna Riv- 
er invaded low-lying sections of 
the city and its suburbs.

000 Ohioans in 22 counties were

Chance to Up 
House Pay Gets

WASHINGTON (AP)—Strong 


support from House leaders has 
greatly improved chances 
for 


passage of a federal pay in- 
crease bill that includes big 
boosts for members of Con- 
gress. 


Before a final vote comes to- 


day, however, a*move may be 
made to trim from $10,000-a- 
year to $7,500 the increases that 
would go to members of Con- 
gress and other high-paid gov- 
ernment officials. A total of 1.7 
million federal employes would 
benefit under the bill, with the 
average mailman and govern- 
ment secretary getting a $450- 
a-year raise.

R. Hoffa, professing his Inno- 
cence to the last, was sentenced 
today to eight years in prison 
for seeking to tamper with a 
federal court jury. He was fined 
in addition a total of $10,000. 


U.S. Dist. Judge Frank Wil- 


son, who quietly told the stocky 
labor leader that he had been 
convicted "of tampering with 
the very soul of this nation," 
could have sentenced Hoffa to 
10 years in prison. The fine was 
tiie maximum under the law. 


Three men convicted with 


Hoffa were each sentenced to 
three years in prison. They 
could have been sentenced to 
five years and fined a total of 
$5,000 each. 


After 
the sentencing, Hof- 


fa said, "I understand the sen- 
tence perfectly and I will make 
my appeal." The conviction and 
sentence could mean eventual- 
ly the loss of Hoffa's job as head 
of the Teamsters Union. 


The judge continued bond for 


Hoffa and the others, pending 
appeal, and asked the lawyers 
to file motions for an .appeal 
within the next 10 days.,;

NEW YORK (AP) — After 


yielding the honors to Jim Tay- 
lor for one season, Cleveland's 
Jimmy Brown got back into 
stride as the National Football 
League's most rugged runner in 
1963. 


The result was that official 


NFL rushing statistics, released 
today, gave Brown these firsts: 


Individual champion, best av- 


erage, most touchdowns, most 
attempts, best one-game per- 
formance and longest run. With 
that kind of performances from 
Brown, Cleveland won the team 
rushing title for the first time 
since 1959. 


In 
winning 
the 
individual 


championship for the sixth time 
in seven years, Brown gained 
1,863 
yards, shattering his own 


1958 record of 1,527. Taylor, who 
interrupted Jimmy's string in 
1962, when Brown was bothered 
by a wrist injury and disagree- 
ment with Coach Paul Brown, 
was second with 1,018 yards and 
Tim Brown of Philadelphia third 
with 841. 


The Browns' Brown carried 


the ball 291 times, 14 short of 
his own NFL record. He aver- 
aged 6.4 yards per carry and 
scored 12 touchdowns by rush- 
ing.

yards against Washington and 
his best game saw him gain 232 
yards on 20 attempts against 
Dallas.

decide which

should 
handle 
registration — 


county clerks, tax assessors or 
sheriff-collectors. And there has 
been controversy over a perma-

plan. 


Side issues include party af- 


filiation, stop-gap measures to 
provide legal registration until 
the 1965 G e n e r a l Assembly 
meets and maintenance of the 
poll tax — outlawed for federal 
elections—for state contests. 


Brandon said Monday night,

The early evening special pro- 


grams on CBS and NBC, there- 
fore, 
were much more con- 


cerned with analysis and specu- 
lation than with other aspects of 
the election.

men, issues and coming events. 


CBS pulled in some interest- 


ing outside experts. Political 
pollster Louis Harris did a brief 
analysis on the way the vote 
was chopping into Rockefeller 
and Goldwater strength. On a 
second show, he amplified that, 
to state flatly that the Lodge 
victory meant a rejection of the 
two avowed candidates by New 
Hampshire Republicans. 


Meade Alcorn, former GOP 


national chairman, and Theo- 
dore H. White, the other special- 
ist, also spoke of the effect of 
the Lodge victory on the other 
candidates and potential candi- 
dates, particularly on Gov. Wil- 
liam Scranton of Pennsylvania. 


David Brinkley of NBC, ex- 


plaining the reason for the enor- 
mous fuss over the New Hamp- 
shi^e primary, suggested it was 
partly because it was the first 
one in the election year and also 
because "it's a duJl season of 
the year between football and 
baseball and besides it's f,un to 
see millionaires s t o m p i n g 
through the snow being folks."

Tip to Some, 
Tax Gut May 
Be Smaller 


By STERLING F. GREEN 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A tip 


to taxpayers in the middle to 
upper-middle income brackets: 


Your tax cut may not be 


quite as big as it looked in your 
latest paycheck. Uncle Sam is 
withholding less this year than 
he used to, in proportion to the 
tax actually owed. 


If you assume that the whole 


increase in take-home pay is 
yours to spend, you could find 
yourself in a pinch when in- 
come tax time rolls around a 
year from now. 


Millions of taxpayers who us- 


ually get refunds will find the 
refund shrunken or gone entire- 
ly. A good many will be jarred 
to discover—unless they' have 
taken steps to cushion the blow 
that they owe the government 
sums 
ranging 
f r o m 
small 


amounts up to hundreds of dol- 
lars. 


The "under-withholding" gap 


results from technical problems 
met in introducing lower rates 
with the year already one-sixth 
over. 


For taxpayers earning wages 


or salaries up to the general 
neighborhood of $10,000 a year, 
the withholding comes 
fairly 


close to matching the tax actu- 
ally owed. 


But in higher brackets, where 


withholding always has 
fallen 


well short of covering the tax 
liability, the margin now wid- 
ens perceptibly. 


For a hypothetical example, 


take Harry X. Birdlong, a jun- 
ior executive who is paid $15,000 
a year. He had a wife and two 
children. Like most taxpayers 
m his bracket, he itemizes his 
deductions because his interest, 
tax and medical outlays exceed 
the $1,000 standard deducton. 
They add up to $2,500, about 
average for his income group. 


He has just finished figuring 


his 1963 tax. It came to $2,225. 
The withholding amounted to 
$2,220. Birdlong, has sent the 
Internal Revenue Service $5 
with his 1963 tax return. 


For 1964 his federal income 


tax will drop to around $1,975. 
His paycheck withholding will 
come to about $1,810. 


Instead of owing IRS only $5, 


he will owe something like $165. 


With the new tax tables for 


1964 which IRS has made avail- 
able, Birdlong, can estimate 
his 1964 taxes in advance and 
remit 
larger quarterly pay- 
ments.
